000 to $25,000 has been made for 
the establishment of the experi- 
ment station and it will be Mr. 
Hamilton’s purpose to select the 
site for lant. 

William Atchley, county bee in- 
spector and the coast’s leading 
honey producer, received word yes- 
terday the official is coming af 
ter delaying a trip that had been 
previously planned several months 
ago. 

In a preliminary survey, Chaffey 
was selected as one of the institu- 
\ tions to be finally considered. Due 
to the location and the facilities, 
Mr. Atchley is expecting that the 
local school will get the additional 
equipment. 

Boe diseases, grading of honey 
and various other experiments 
would be made here if the station 
were established, according to Mr. 
Atchley. Chaffey officials have

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ORDINANCE NO. 240 





An Ordinance Amending Ordin- 
ance No. 207%, Entitled “An Or- 
dinance Providing For the Pre- 
vention of Nuisances and Re- 
moval of Garbage and Waste 
Matter, Within the City of Up- 
land.” 


The Board of Trustees of the 
City of Upland do ordain as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. Section 4 of Ordin- 
ance No. 207, entitled “An ordin- 
ance providing for the prevention 
of nuisances and removal of garb- 
age and waste matter, within the 
City of Upland,” is hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: 


“Section 4. All garbage, rub- 
bish and waste matter that shall 
accumulate and be within the City 
of Upland shall be removed by the 
City of Upland or its duly author- 
ized agent, and it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration, other than said City of 
Upland or its duly authorized 
agent to collect or remove any 
garbage, rubbish or waste matter 
required to be removed in and by 
this ordinance, except as otherwise 
herein provided. The agent of the 
City of Upland authorized to take 
and remove garbage, rubbish and 
waste matter shali be known as 
and called the ‘Official Garbage 
Collector’ and it shall be his duty 
if and when appointed and author- 
ized to take and remove garbage, 
rubbish and waste matter upon the 
terms and in the manner aiid as
